LET FREEDOM RING 


Its over! California Assemblyman 
John Foran amended out mandatory hel- 
met wearing requirements from his 
proposed law. Also removed were re- 
quirements for renting or selling hel- 
mets with motorcycles. The bill as it 
now stands will ask the California High- 
way Patrol to set standards for helmets 
sold in California and prohibit the sale of 
helmets which do not meet the standards, 

At last we can get back to reality. 
Mandatory helmet legislation has had 
very unfortunate effects upon the popu- 
larity of helmets among some motorcy- 
clists. A few short years ago a helmet 
was a prized and valuable accessory, 
The rider chose a helmet carefully, 
cared for it meticulously and replaced it 
when sufficient damage made it no longer 
safe to use, Mostriders owned or planned 
to own a good helmet, for they felt their 
helmet served a definite need, 

Then the legislatures of the nation and 
the fifty states stepped in and tried to 
tell the cyclists that they knew more 
about riding from statistics than riders 
knew from experience. Well, riders are 
an independent lot and it didn’t work, 
They knew when they wanted to wear hel- 
mets and when they wanted to ride with- 
out one and they felt the choice was 
theirs, could only ‘safely be theirs, and 
they said so, 

The legislature listened in California 
and a few other states, In other states 
they are now beginning to listen, Eventu- 
ally the national government will listen 
and the whole controversy may be a 
thing of the past. 

But it will be a long time before every- 
thing returns to normal, One unfortunate 
side effect that nobody foresaw was the 
polarization of opinion into pro and anti- 
helmet, At present many riders who 
would have worn a helmet voluntarily 
much of the time are refusing to wear 
one at all lest they seem to condone the 
efforts of the legislature to take away 
personal liberty. 

When Mr. Foran realized that his 
well-intentioned efforts to protect cy- 
clists could result in their being less 
protected than usual, he began torethink 
the whole idea with this amendment as 
the result, 

The other problem that legislation has 
brought is no less vital, The manufac- 
turers of quality helmets have been put 
through the hassle of competing with 
many *«cheapies" made to sell for a 
price. The fact remains and always will 
..CHhen you buy an item because you 
want it, you buy the best you can manage 
and take care of it; when you buy it be- 
cause someone says you have to, youbuy 
the least you can get away with. In spite 
of talk of standards which have been set 
with great variation between states and 
often not at all, I have seen helmets in 
use in mandatory states with corrugated 
cardboard liners, This has given a false 
sense of security to riders and a difficult 
marketing situation to those manufactur- 
ers who refuse to compromise quality. 

Quality manufacturers never support- 
ed legislation, A1l the people participat- 
ing in the hassle have had the same thing 
in mind: the saving of lives, We all want 


-to avoid needless death and disability. 


We just didn’t agree on the way to do it, 
Now the legislature has said to motor- 
cycle riders in effect, “O.K. do it your 
way." And we must try. We must give 
that extra thought to safety, to defensive 
riding, to proper apparel, And helmets 
are part of the safety picture. They just 
never were the whole picture, Freedom 
is part of the picture, too, At last, the 
legislature understands.

If itweren'tfor Barbara Adams Dahms you'd all be wearing helmets in California 
now, whether you liked it or not. Thanks to her, Assemblyman John F. Foran has 
seen the light and the legislative threat is over. 

Mrs. Dahms deserves the most credit for persuading the California Legislature 
that it is neither in the interest of safety, nor individual liberty to apply police power 
where individual responsibility and self control works better. Your telegrams and 
letters to the legislators helped a lot, but it was Barbara’s steady devotion, and her 
many trips to the state capital, that finally won the battle for us, In doing so, she 
saved the industry approximately $3,500,000a year in sales that would have been lost. 

All she asks is a little help toward her travel expenses. She’s just a motorcycle 
rider like us. Were itnot for United Motorcycle Enthusiasts she'd have been unable to 
defend our rights, U.M.E. received $350 since it was established last year. Nearly 
all of it went to pay Barbara’s travel expenses, but she’s still about $200 short of 


breaking even,

NECKBREAKER KILLS EXPERT 
RIDER 


We had a funeral here April 2nd. One 
of our charter members, Gordon Septi- 
nelli, was killed in a very unfortunate 
accident Sunday, March 30th, 

While riding with a group laying out 
our 49-er Enduro, he struck a cable 
used as a barrier across a dirt road. 
Due to internal injuries, he did not live 
long enough to reach a hospital. 

At one time the cable had a small 
wooden sign on it. There presently is no 
marking at all, The cable normally hangs 
about 18” above the ground. Itapparently 
flipped up over the bars and wiped him 
right off. 

Gordon, at 42, was far from a novice. 
He was in fact an Expert scrambler and 
had been for several years. An ex- 
professional rider, Big Bear veteran, an 
enduro Expert and a top-notch all around 
rider, but under the circumstances didn’t 
have a chance. He apparently never saw 
the cable, as he made no effort to 
avoid it. 

We hope that your newspaper's cam- 
paign to do something about these death 
traps has some effect before there are 
any more fatalities, They can getanyone

THE MYTH OF HELMETED IMMOR- 
TALITY 


I’ve read many words written by your 
readers and editor regarding mandatory 
helmet laws.

I live in the highdesertaround Victor- 
ville and in the past couple of years four 
boys under the age of 18 have been killed 
riding bikes when the attending doctors 
said if they have been wearing a pro- 
tective helmet they would not have been 
seriously hurt, Each one of these doctors 
caused a lot of talk in the community 
about restricting the use of motorcycles. 
This kind of talk we don't need,

I am not for a lot of unnecessary leg- 
islation against bikes and riders, but 
every time I read about some kid who 
was killed because he did not have 
enough sense to wear a helmet, I feel 
that it is time that something be done. 

LET'S. FACE IT: A. PROTECTIVE 
HELMET IS NEEDED TO PROTECT ALL 
RIDERS AGAINST SERIOUS HEAD IN- 
JURIES, 

Some people put very little value on 
their head and each time one of them gets 
killed it puts a little more pressure on 
the entire sport, 

Maybe we need helmet legislation for

COMMENT: Your emotional reaction to 
four tragedies has affected your capa- 
city to reason clearly. What makes you 
think a helmet law is going to *protect 
all riders against...head injuries"? Many 
doctors assume that helmets are effec- 
tive prophylactics against all serious 
head injuries. Helmet manufacturers 
make no such outlandish claims. If hel- 
met laws were the cur, Cycle News 
would not oppose them. But such laws 
only lessen the pleasure of motorcycle 
riding without compensating for the free- 
dom that they remove. A helmet is good 
insurance, but the issue here is freedom, 
not merely safety. 


LETTER TO A WORRIED WIFE: 


I have had your same problems my- 
self. Two years ago my husband bought 
his first dirt bike — our three boys were 
at that time ages 5, 3 & 2, We are now 
BOTH members of the Southern Califor- 
nia Trials Assoc,; he rides a Bultaco 
Sherpa T, I ride a 100cc Hodaka, our 7 
year old rides a 50cc Honda, and the5 & 
4 year olds are terrifying trike riders. 
If I had discouraged his original enthusi- 
asm I would have destroyed for all of us 
what has turned out to be a wonderful 
family sport. 

You worry about your husband being 
badly hurt or killed on his motorcycle. 
Yet, you think nothing of gaily sending 
him off each day to work to battle hun- 
dreds of other automobiles on the high- 
ways. The chances are the same, I 
thoroughly believe motorcycling is only 
as dangerous as the rider wishes it tobe, 
Your husband is by far safer on thedes- 
ert than on the streets, 

Find out more about his interest, learn 
what it is really all about, Take your 
children along on those Sundays; it’s not 
easy, I know, but it can bedoneand is so 
worth the effort. Get a babysitter occa- 
sionally, the children won’t suffer, and 
enjoy a day of desert riding together — 
who knows, you may find this is really 
your thing! 

Youll meet some fine people — we 
have. You'll find they all have similar 
problems and fears. You'll see new

GARDENA, Cal., April 18— Three years 
ago, it wouldn't have been atallsurpris- 
ing for Sammy Tanner to win a Main 
Event at Ascot, In fact, after reigning as 
the half-mile champion for an unprece- 
dented four years in a row aboard C.R., 
Axtell’s stormin’ BSA, his victories were 
the rule rather than the exception. 

But the last couple of seasons have 
been bleak ones for Sam, Now, riding 
Shell Thuet’s potent 500cc Royal En- 
field, Tanner’s found the groove again, 
and not only the crowd but even his fel- 
low riders were glad to see him grab 
first place Friday night, (‘‘It sure feels 
good to see him win again," said one top 
Expert, who shall remain nameless in 
the interests of future psychological 
warfare.) 

Autograph-seekers and congratula- 
tion-givers kept Sam busy long after the 
races were over, but he didn't seem to 
mind a bit. “How ya’ feel, Sam,” yelled 
a smiling passerby. ‘‘BITCHIN!”’ called 
back the Flying Flea, Later, asked if he 
cared to comment on the evening's hap- 
penings, Tanner grinned, ‘‘I’m glad Mert 
wasn't here." (Lawwill, last week's win- 
ner at Ascot and also at the Northwest 
TT Championship, had mechanical trou- 
ble with his truck on the way back from 
Boise and missed the action.) 

Then Sam mentioned that the track had 
been a tricky one — wet and slick, If so, 
why was he going faster at the endof the 
race than at the beginning, we wondered? 
«They were pressuring me,” he replied, 
“I goofed bad a couple of times in the 
north turn. I looked back, but they must 
have goofed too.’’ 

Pressure or not, experience paid off 
and Tanner — who had also set quickest 
time of the night — maintained a com-

Haaby at tbe checker. Winner two weeks 
ago, Haaby now lives near Sacramento, 
and his brother Dean has taken over the 
tuning chores on his Harley, handled last 
season by Gary Bray. 

Blasting onto the Expert scene with a 
vengeance, young Tommy Rockwood 
turned in a tremendous performance 
astride Joe Dudek’s Triumph. After qual- 
ifying for the Trophy Dash he followed 
up with a strong 3rd place finish in the 
15-lap final, ahead of Eddie Wirth (BSA) 
and Paul Conserriere (H-D), Sixth went 
to Norton-mounted Ron Kruseman, with 
the Harleys of Chris Hansen and Len 
Earl rounding out the field. 
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A spectacular but time-consuming 
wheelie off the line at the start of the 
Main put Conserriere far back in the 
pack and, despite persistent efforts, he 
was never able to overcome the disad- 
vantage. But earlier, Paul and the Dish- 
aroon-tuned Harley beat out Tanner in 
their heat race (fastest of the evening), 
then roared to Trophy Dash victory over 
Tanner, Rockwood and Wirth, It was the 
first time in three years as an Expert 
class rider than Conserriere had won 
the Dash — a well deserved conquest, 
He was awarded the Cycle News Trophy. 

The other Expert heat found all eyes 
on TT master Skip Van Leeuwen, making 
his 1969 half-mile debut on Danny Ma- 
cias' rapid 650cc Triumph. Away they 
flew at the drop of starter Whitey Lyons’ 
flag, but Skip and Lloyd Houchins tangled 
in the first turn and went down, Van 
Leeuwen getting the worst of it as he 
high-sided hard and rolled and end-over- 
end to the wall. Houchins walked away, 


but Skip didn't — and a stunned silence 
fell over the crowd as he was taken off 
to the hospital, Later, cheers, applause 
and collective sighs of relief greeted the 
announcement that Van Leeuwen was 
okay — just bruised and shaken — and 
would be released in the morning, 

On the restart of the heat, Wirth came 
out on top, ahead of fellow 650cc BSA 
rider Tim Harris, Harris echoed the 
sentiments of other riders regarding the 
slick track conditions, and had an addi- 
tional problem to cope with in the Main, 
His skidshoe kept digging into the dirt, 
finally coming off the toe of his boot and 
dangling there for severallaps.Although 
he eventually unloaded, Tim had nothing 
but praise for the power-plus handling 
capabilities of the Ray Hensley BSA, 
“All the flat-shoe guys had trouble," 
commented Harris, “it was so deep 
down low. But that swinging arm setup 
is really easier to ride, It smooths the 
track surface and cushions the ruts 
coming out.’’ 

Quite a few of the winning riders have 
switched from rigid to swinging arm 
frames — including Haaby and Lawwill — 
and seem well satisfied with them Some 
are made by Sonicweld, some by Track- 
master, some are re-worked Harley 
units. But the trend appears to be going 
in that direction, and Trackmaster manu-

facturer Ray Hensley, for one, reports 
that more orders for Springers are com- 
ing in every week, 

Newly-approved rear wheel brakes are 
another story. Howard Barnes, builder of

Norton mounted, 
Jim Harmon got off the line poorly, 
worked his way around 1967 Champion, 
Myron Carter (Triumph) andat the finish 
was threatening Kawasaki pilot Al Finan 
who was 1968 Champion, Jim, who just 
made Expert status last season, seems 
to have lost his awe of the older Experts 
and really gets in there and mixes it up. 

The 250cc Expert class included some 
of the ‘‘hungriest’’ racers ever to line 
up at the same time, Any one of the 
starters was capable of winning and at 
the start of the third moto, either of two

The largest Powder Puff field of the 
season was featured by the slam-bang 
style of 15-year-old Debbie Reon, If it 


hadn't been for her telltale long tresses, 
she could have been mistaken for a boy 
as she tooled her dad’s Hodaka to vic- 
tory. Hodaka-mounted Shirlee Newsom 
outdistanced Kawasaki rider Lori Fuller 
to take second. 

It took three heat races and a semi to 
decide the entries in the 100cc Novice 
Main hassle as a record number of en- 
tries signed in. Pressed by crowd- 
pleasing Yamaha pilot, Sal Peluso, 
Bridgestone rider Scott Duncan captured 
first honors, Hard-riding Doug Maloney 


on his hot Hodaka narrowly edges Yama- 
ha mounted Bob Sullivan for third place. 

In a small but exciting field of 200cc 
motorcycles, Bultaco rider, John Swinko 
overcame the continued threats of Bob 
Darnell (Kawasaki) to capture the top 
honors and young Bill Collie showed 
great riding talent by finishing third. 

The 100cc Expert class was as usuala 
hotly contested event, highlighted by the 
spirited riding of the three leaders, The 
spectacular broad slides of Wayne Ho- 
saka on his little Hodaka paid off as he 
turned back defending champion Jim Mc 
Guire who was also Hodaka mounted, 
Carl Byers was never far behind as he 
brought his Hodaka in for third point 
honors.

SPEEDWAY— HOW THEY DO IT IN ENGLAND 


By Peter White 


Californian speedway rider DeWayne 
Keeter has decided to campaign in Bri- 
tain during the 1969 season, 

This follows a successful tour of 


Australia and New Zealand recently. 
World Champion Ivan Mauger recom- 
mended him to the British promoters 
and after prolonged negotiations De 
Wayne has signed for the Leicester team. 

This outfit is situated in the English 
midlands, approximately 100 miles north 
of London. 

Speedway here revolves around league 
racing which is quite a complex system. 
There are two divisions with 19 teams 
operating in Division 1 and 16 in Divi- 
sion 2. 
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Leicester runs every Tuesday evening 
but the team rides an average of three 
times a week at various tracks through- 
out Britain, Matches are on a home and 
away basis with every team in the league. 

Teams consist of seven riders, Three 
heat leaders (the top men), two second 
strings (the back up boys) and two equal 
reserves. 

Every race is a scratch start with four 
riders — two from each team, The match 
is run over 13 heats. Points are allo- 
cated on a 3, 2, 1 basis for placings and 
bonus points are paid if a rider follows 
his team mate home. This, of course, is 
to encourage team racing. Each man 
rides four times in the match proper and 
therefore may score a maximum of 
12 points, 

Following the league match is the sec- 
ond half of the program, This usually 
consists of some half dozen races which 
are not treated quite so seriously. 

Competition in Britain isfierce. There 
is no harder speedway school in the 
world, 

Each team member is expected topull 
his weight and if he is not faring well he 
is liable to be replaced very smartly by 
the reserve. Team. places are calculated 
on a rider's point score average over the 
previous six meets. Fall below a cer- 
tain standard and you are out, 

This makes it very hard on the new- 
comer such as Keeter. Often on a meet 
away from home (‘‘home’’ in Keeter's 
instance is Leicester) the rider is going 
to a track he has never seen before. He 
is then expected to go out and match it 
with riders who compete there every 
week and hence know the best way round. 

And every track seems tobe different. 
Basically they are larger than those in 
America but smaller than the Australa- 
sian counterparts. 

Just to give you some idea of the prob- 
lems now confronting DeWayne: 

Keeter definitely prefers the bigger 
tracks. He settled down quickly in Aus- 
tralia where he was able to move uphigh 
on the banking and pour the power on. 

In England it is completely different. 
Here skill plays a far greater part than 
speed. A rider must emply throttle con- 
trol and body swerve to negotiate the 
tight bends correctly. 

DeWayne is at present behind the eight 
ball as far as experience goes, but he 
will get there eventually, Of that I am 
sure. 

He went to Leicester in a glare of 
publicity. 

They had lost their best rider — A 
Swede named Anders Michanel who 
reached the World Championship Final 
last year — and DeWayne was expected 
to replace him! 

Keeter shows great promise but he 
isn't that good...yet. 

Keeter's first meeting wasat Leicest- 
er on April 1. He rode a borrowed ESO 
but failed to score in his four rides, He 
fell, harmlessly, three times. Opponents 
on this occasion were King’s Lynn who 
were defeated. 

His second meeting was again at Lei- 
cester. On Good Friday, April 4. West 
Ham were visiting and they managed to 
pull off a win — an unusual occurrence 


for it is extremely difficult to defeat a 





team on their home ground. 

DeWayne had three rides but could not 
manage any points, He was never far 
behind the leaders at any time; it’s just 
that the boys here rarely makes mis- 
takes so once you miss that all-import- 
ant start it is extremely difficult to come 
from behind. 

On Easter Monday (April 7) Keeter 
made his debut in *'the big smoke" — 
London. Leicester was visiting West 
Ham on British League duty and De 
Wayne was listed at number four as 
partner to English rider John Hart. 

West Ham is one of the largest tracks 
in the country and Keeter showed his 
immediate liking for the open spaces by 
coming in third in his first race, He 
really got stuck into it and no more 
could have been expected for he faced 
two of Ham's best: Olle Nygren (a world 
class Swede) and Brian Leonard(a young 
London hot-shot). 

Next time out DeWayne failed to score 
but in heat 10 he caused a sensation by 
blasting his way from last to first on the 
final corner, Then when only yardsfrom 
the finish, he became tangled in heavy 
dirt on the outside of the track and fell 
heavily, Not surprising, for he was going 
so fast he actually passed Ken McKinlay, 
the West Ham captain, and I am assured 
that’s just not done! 

This ride endeared Keeter to the sup- 
porters and he is now a firm favorite in 
the Metropolis. For the remainder of the 
meeting he was cheered loudly every 
time he appeared. Which is half the battle 
really...to be accepted by the fans; es- 
pecially those of another track, 

Yes, make no mistake, Come October 
when the season concludes DeWayne 
will have made his mark in British 
speedway.

John, the spectacular one, was dic- 
ing with the moto’s eventual winner, Ole 
Pederson (works Suzuki), Ron passed 
him, then realized who it was and backed 
off, letting him get around,

The whole 
meet may be declared no contest, but the 
Americans proved their ability to stay 
with the best. 

Team Manager Hopkins, now back in 
the U.S., says “The team ideais the only 
way to go. You gotta apply for starts 
early, like a year before, A rider's 
gotta have some kind of business man- 
ager to argue with the promoters about 
start money, Every country had its own 
currency and problems that a guy just 
can't be expected to cope with alone and 
still race well, Ron and John are pretty 
cluey. They'l get along okay now." 

The American Motocross Team fund 
is going well. Cycle News readers have 
already contributed several hundred dol- 
lars to keep the team going and the 
letters of encouragement are pouring in,

The “little bikes” started after the

The sun peeking through the closed 
curtains danced on the wall of the bed- 
room beckoning, urging, us to be up and 
on our way, It was a picture book morn- 
ing, with a beautiful clear blue sky, and 
the birds singing. Spring was really here, 

With a minimum of hassle, just taking 
our own sweet time, enjoying the beauti- 
ful morning, we load the bike with the 
necessities for the weekend and are off. 
Slipping through the gears and into the 
stream of outgoing weekend traffic we 


head north toward Cajon Pass, The chill 
of the mountain pass dims our enthusi- 
asm somewhat, but a stop in Barstowfor 
a light dinner, hot coffee, and to put on 
some extra riding gear restores our 
spirits. 

We leave Barstow headed north-east 
past Calico Ghost Town and headed to- 
ward Las Vegas. At Baker we leave the 
freeway, fill up the tank with gas, and 
point the bike north on a secondary road 
toward Death Valley. The already barren 


landscape becomes more desolate as we 
ride, until all there is other than a few 
abandoned buildings and overturned and 
long forgotten cars, is an occasional 
mesquite tree, 

Just outside of Shoshone, Calif. the 
shortest route into the valley through 
Death Valley Junction is barricaded and 
proclaimed closed due to a wash-out, 
The only choice left is to enter the 
Valley the longer way through Salisbury 
Pass. So up and up we go until the chilly 
summit is crossed, then down past 
multi-colored rock formations, then up 
again over the lower Jubilee Pass and 
down the winding, twisting road to the 
floor of the famed Death Valley. 

To say that the contrasted view of the 
below sea level salt flats set against the 
towering snow-capped Panamint Moun- 
tains dominated by the 11,049 foot Tele- 
scope Peak, is breath-taking would be the 
understatement of all times, The superb 
Scenery, the sweeping curves, the in- 
tense quiet, the hugeness all seem to 
overwhelm the one small motorcycle, 

On we ride and around each curve a 
new view is presented, Traffic is prac- 
tically non-existant, The weather is 
warm but not hot. The sky is clear but 
with just enough clouds to make the 
mountain peaks menacing and mysteri- 
ous, On we ride past the lowest point in 
the Western Hemisphere 282 feet below 
sea level at Bad Water, Calif. In a few 
minutes we reach Furnace CreekRanch, 
a ranch that at one time used to grow 
alfalfa to feed the mules of the 20 mule 
team borax wagons, At the present, 
however, Furnace Creek Ranch is the 
site of the National Monument’s head- 
quarters, two campgrounds, a nice cafe- 
teria, a small store, museum, etc. 

We arrive and first, off with the riding 
gear and set up camp, The rest of the 
afternoon and evening are ours to enjoy 
as we desire. 

As the lazy camp fire begins to die, 
we turn in for the night to dream of to- 
morrow's adventures. It seems as if our 
heads have only touched the pillow, but 
in reality a night is gone, Then a noise 
resembling the chirping and fluttering of 
wings of thousands of birds wakes us 
with a start, Shades of Alfred Hitchcock! 
There are literally thousands of birds! 
They are perched everywhere, and leav- 
ing plenty of calling cards, We discover 
they are robins, probably headed north, 





bringing Spring. : 

After a light breakfast fixed from our 
**goody-box'" we load up and head out, 
There are more sights than there is 
time for the eye to behold! We ride past 
Salt Creek, containing the famous ‘‘Fish 
of the desert," historic ruins, sand 
dunes, and the small village with the un- 
likely name of **Stovepipe Wells." Once 
again we are headed up, this time out of 
the Valley over Towne Pass (4,956 feet), 
As we reach the summit a cold wind 
brings snow flurries along for bone 
chilling company. 

Down the pass we ride through such 
towns as Panamint Springs that seem to 
reek with the history of the old west, It 
almost seems as if around the next cor- 
ner we will surely meet the traditional 
prospector with burro and all! 

We ride on through seventy miles of 
what must be some of the most desolate 
country on earth until we reach the resort 
village of Lone Pine located at the base 
of the Sierra Nevadas and Mt. Whitney 
14,495 feet, the highest point in the 
continental USA, A short stop for gas, 
coffee, a bit of warmth, and we are once 
again on our way, this time headed south 
on the long straight road to San Bernar- 
dino and home, Only one snow storm, 
two rain showers, and a last stop for a 
good dinner and we have returned, 

It has been a memorable weekend. 
Now, where to next time?

Self-Help 


To Create Cycle Parks 


By Chuck Clayton 


In every major motorcycle area there 
is a person who qualifies for the title 
**Mr, Motorcycle", In Southern Wiscon- 
sin that title would have to go to Tri- 
umph-BSA dealer Rodney Kreunen, Rod- 
ney’s store is located in the state capital 
of Madison, home of the University of 
Wisconsin. 

Like most of us, Kreunen has been 
painfully aware of the growing shortage 
of off-the-road areas to ride bikes, dur- 
ing the period that the number of motor- 
cycle enthusiasts seeking such places to 
ride has been increasing by leaps and 
bounds. 

Unlike the rest of us, however, he 
decided to do something about it, And his 
plan, if successful, may provide the 
basis for similar programs throughout 
the United States. 

The Kreunen plan was presented to the 
Wisconsin State legislature recently in 
the form of Assembly Bill 139, It pro- 
vides for the creation of an outdoor re- 
creational program, administered by a 
council of from five to seven motorcycle 
enthusiasts appointed by the Governor, 
who will lease or purchase lands for the 
use of motorcycles for events, recrea- 
tion or sports. 

Money for the program will come from 
a fee of $2 added to the license fee of 


every motorcycle registered in Wiscon- 
sin, With a 1968 registration of 73,846 
motorcycles a total of $147,692 would be 
collected. That would lease a lot of 
ground. And each year there would be 
more money available. Kreunen points 
out that there are many miles of aban- 
doned railroad rights of way in Wiscon- 
sin that would be ideal for motorcycle 
trails and could be purchased for a song. 

At first glance, it appears less than 
fair to tax licensed(road) motorcycles to 


provide off-the-road parks. But Kreunen 
points out that nearly all off-the-road 
motorcycles in Wisconsin are also li- 
censed for road use, Also, the m/c li- 
cense fee in Wisconsin is among the 
lowest in the U.S. (presently only $5). It 
is no secret that the state is contemplat- 
ing raising this fee, unless the park 
program goes through, and motorcycle 
enthusiasts would then get no benefit 
from it whatever. 

Your publisher journeyed to Madison 
for the Assembly Conservation Com- 
mittee legislative hearing on A.B. 139 
in March, Because of the careful ground- 
work laid by Mr. Kreunen, the bill went 
through the committee without a hitch, It 
was co-sponsored by 16 representatives 
and a more bi-partisan bill I have never 
seen, There were nine Republicans and 
seven Democrats among the co-authors, 

Mr. Joe Hope, representing BSA and 
Triumph distributors, testified that the 
bill was a logical solution to the growing 
problem of accommodating leisure-time 
activities of the U.S. population. 

I pointed out that if Wisconsin took the 
lead with the Motorcycle Recreation 
Program, other states would soon follow 
their example, Kreunen also arranged for 
us to appear on a local radio talk pro- 
gram to discuss the bill with telephone 
callers, 

In sum, the bill seems to have every 
chance of being enacted.

Trophy Dash Thriller 

The Expert Trophy Dash must have 
thrilled every blade of grass on the 
beautiful hillside track. The fans went 
insane and when ‘‘Bugs’’ Mann slipped 
by for the win there was no doubt in 
anyones' mind that there was one heck 
of a race yet to come. Four National 
Numbers came to the line: Sonny Burres 
(69), Dick Mann (2), Mert Lawwill (18), 
and Gene Romero (20). Off they blasted 
with Burres (Tri) putting a hole-shot on 
the others opening a three bike lead, 
while Lawwill (H-D), Mann (BSA), and 
Romero (Tri) followed. Mann began to 
move and soon zapped Lawwill while 
out front poor Burres seemed to find 
every hole the track offered, Mann closed 
in, eagerly seeking the $50 T.D. money, 
and pulled along side Burres upthefront 
straightaway butthe Triumph sang louder 
and yanked Burres back in front by a 
length. 

Burres was slow through the righ- 
hander and Mann was again along-side 
as they swept onto the banked half-mile 





corner where once again Burres found 
another hole that bounced him good. Side 
by side they charged. Burres down low 
in the hard groove, Mann up high- 
spraying a big rooster-tail, and the fans 
were on their feet, Using his flat-track 
experience Mann dove off his high groove 
and under Burres with a drive that Sonny 
couldn’t match in the loose stuff, took 
the lead, and went on for the win, That 
was racing! 

The Expert Main brought these four 
together again along with National Num- 
bers 77, Jim Odom (BSA), 70, Mark 
Williams (Tri), and last years winner 
Skip Van Leeuwen, 59, (Tri), Three rows 
of four made the start; fast time setter 
Lawwill on the front row pole, Burres, 
Van Leeuwen, and Washingtons’ first 
year Expert Jimmy Jones made up the 
front four. 

Clutches banged homeand again Burres 
takes the lead followed by Van Leeuwen, 
Mann, Lawwill, Romero, Jones and Odom, 
now sixth. Burres still leads on lap 
three but loses his front wheel mid- 
way through the big banked corner and 
to this day he'll never know what picked 
it up and saved him some bruises, Van 
Leeuwen had repassed Mann meanwhile 
and took over the lead Romero third, 
Burres now recovered and in fourth, 
Lawwill fifth, Odom sixth, 

Lawwill began to pressure Burres on 
lap five, Romero's engine went dead when 
the battery wire shook lose, and Skip 
began to stretch out his lead, At the 
half-way point Van Leeuwen has a wide, 
lead, but in the pack the passing and re- 
passing was furious, Lawwill got by Bur- 
res then Mann, but Mann wasn’t playing 
that game and repassed. Lawwill again 
out horse-powered Mann, ‘“‘Burrito’’ 
Romero found his loose wire and got 
going again, and Van Leeuwen began to lap 
the slower riders. 


Skip Tumbles 

On the eighteenth tour Skip was forced 
off his line while lapping Jim Rice coming 
out of the 180 degree left-hander, With 
his right hand taped to the throttle (in- 
jured from a trailing crash the day be- 
fore) he missed a shift while charging 
towards the fast right-hander, got into 
some bad holes that led to some tank 
slapping wobbles, then unloaded as the 
bike went over the eight foot bank the 
right hand turn is built upon, Such a 
sight you’ve never seen! Skipper and bike 
sailed through the air towards the pits 
and things were happening so fast that 
not a soul there was moving. There 
wasn't time if you'd wanted to to move, 
Head over heels he went, finally coming 
to rest on Mert Lawwill’s tool box, while 
the screaming Triumph slid some twenty 
yeards on its side then jumped in theair 
ten feet and continued end over end down 
through the row of parked racing mach- 
ines, coming to rest by itself ina broken 
hulk, never once touching any of the 
other equipment. Luckily, Van Leeuwen 
was uninjured, 

Lawwill now leads but Mann isn't about 
to let it go at that so immediately goes 
after first place. These two mix itupfor 
the next six laps then Mann's clutch slips 
and he is forced to drop back, Mert went 
on for hisfirstbigwininhisformer home- 
town, the same track he’d ridden years 
ago on Gold Stars, and a might proud 
winner he was. Mann was second, Odom 
third for the second straight year, Jones 
fourth, Burres, who had thrid all wrap- 
ped up until he ran off the track some 
one hundred yards from the finish was 
fifth, and Mark Williams sixth, 

What a Spring Opener it was! They 
say it's harder to win this Boise race 
than a National because it's the first 
big one. I don't know about that, but I 
do know that when they say no one wins 
two years in a row here they've gotto be 
right, Add Boise ‘69 to the history books 
and wait’ Il next year!
